A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN

-auie so decorated In the Stale of 
Florida. 

“Herflou 2. That nnv person r r 
|M*toums r«>preNi*ittiiic any h*dge. 
firm, corporation, «»r Indivldunl 
displaying the Stars and Htripcs lu 
any public place In the State of 
Florida with any worth*, letters, 
figures, or picture attached tl»« 
sauio. <*r shall mutilate tlm sumo In 
any manner, shall tm guilty of a 
misdemeanor and. on •’onvlctlou.

A farm burn Is the farmer's factory. 
It Im a building In wldrli he convert* 
raw materials Into manufactured 
products. In a dairy stable he take* 
cheap feeds nnd iminnfiictures them 
Into expensive cream ami butter. In 
feeding stable* nnd tmgjkm* he manu¬ 
factures high-priced hreeding stock, 
as well ns good beef, mutton and pork 
out of chimp grain nnd chon per rough- 
ec- 

It makes it great difference In the 
profits whether this barn factory la no 
eonstrueted that the nnltnnls nmy be 
comfortable enough to make the best 
possible use of the feeds given them. 
Profits nr** also seriously affected by 
the labor problem. Burns and stables 
may he ao arranged n* to conserve la* 
hot or to wnste labor. 

lu selecting n plan the funner him* 
•elf must be the judge of whnt he 
need*. The kind «»f form building best 
sdspted to one imrt of the country la 
not «ntfnMe fer another. Two farms 
adjoining need different buildings, be- 
ruuHo til** kind of farming differs 
with Individuals, one farmer makes 
s great mistake by blindly copying 
what nrfnther farmer uses to udvan* 
tape. Every building requires care¬ 
ful study to fit It Into environments 
of tho farm nnd the peculiarities of 
the man. 

In building, by all means secure the 
oervices of the best mechanics within 
reach. Their wages «re « little higher, 
hut they seldom spoil materlnl, nnd 
the Job Is almost always more satis¬ 
factory In the end. 

Judgment Is necessary In buying ma* 
terlsls; generally speaking, the boat 
Is the cheapest, but It often happens 
s good •eecnd grade answer* the 
purpose Just na well, while effecting 
considerable soring In Cash. 

Fanners may save a great deal by 
getting ready weeks, or months be¬ 
fore building. Putting up even n 
small building runs Into a great deal 
of work. Often the time required 
Is more than twice ns much ns the 
efltlmntc*. By having everything on 
the ground confusion Is arohled. ns 
well as the unnecessary expense of 
getting things together In a great 
hurry, often at an Inconvenient sea* 
son.

If de- 
slrisl. by creating more space fop 
horses, or by eliminating the horse 
barn feature entirely und making a 
dairy hprn of the entire structure.
